SENATOR BROWN’S SPEECH ON 
THE ISSUE OF SILVER. 


An Earnest Atteck Upon the Anti-Silver Views of 
the Secretary of the Treas ry—The Sherman 
Refunding Bill Under Review—Pro- 
ceetlings of the House, Etc, 


Wasnincton, January 18.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator Brown|spoke nearly two hours to-day on 


the resolutipn introduced by him last week, | 


declaring the sense of the senate against the 
Withdrawal/of silver certificates and further 


restriction of silver coinage. He contended 
that the secretary of the treasury in recom- 
mending the restriction of silver, on the 


ground that it would drive gold from us, not | 


only advocated the theory. which would 
bring great hardships on laboring classes, but 


based that§theory on fallacious reasoning; | 
that silver is to-day worth more in the latin | 
union and other European states than here, | 
and the fact is that silver is leaving us and | 


gold coming in. His speech avas an able 


argument against the pol’. y advocated by the | 


president and secretary. It will be a knotty 
problem forthe advocates of contraction, and 


is considered one of the most puoweriul 


appeals forthe silver certificate and a liberal | 


coinage of silver yet made. The senator took 
a plain, business-like vicw of the question, 
and the speech will be read with interest in 


(dieorgia and the country generally. The | 


enemies of silver will be able to do 
very little at this session. 

In his speech, Senator Brown reviewed our 
Jegislation on the silver question, showing its 
unfriendly character, and contending tliat 
wiile silver had not been able to withstand it, 
gold would not have stood it any better if the 
assaults had been made on that metal. As to 
what shall be the ratio of equivalents he 
thought the French standard was about the 
trueone. That ratio was one upon which 
France would be willing to stand with the 
United States. Controverting the assump- 
tion upon which he said the secretary of the 
reasury had based his recommendations for 
stopping silver coinage, that if this was not 
done gold would flow trom the United 
States and silver weuld take its place, 
and we would be reduced in the commercial 
world to the level of the minorand less civil- 
ized nations, Mr. Brown argued to show 
that we had fixed the ratio between the two 
metals higher than it had been fixed by other 
commercial powers, (ours being sixteen to 
to one, While most of the commercial nations 
adopt tifteen and a half to one, and Germany 
now fourteen tv one) and practically the very 
reverse of a flow of gold from and of silver to 
t) PU nited States would be the result of this. 


TI. quoted from distinguished financiers in 


gold and silver mono-metalism and bi-metal- 
ism alike, who discarded the theory of the 
secretary, and went on to demonstrate that 
the facts also were in the verv teeth of the 
producing power. We were assailing our 
own interest in seeking to depreciate the 
value of this product, and in joining with 
Germany and Great Britain in giving 
to vold alone the name and 
importance of money. In favoring green- 
back redemption at parin coin, Mr. Brown 
said he was opposed to the idea of one cur- 
rency for the bondholder and another for the 
people, and that the full measure of his 
rights and equities entitled the bondholder, 
vader his contract, to payment in the silver 
dollars of the standard of 1870, which 
was 412% grains. As to the proposed 
withdrawal of the silver certificates, he ar- 
gued that these furnished a better currency 
than would the bank bills, which, as he un- 
derstood the propositions of the president 
and secretary of the treasury, it was proposed 
to substitute for certificates. The banks 
would be under no compulsion to issue new 
bills to take the place of the certificates, and 
it they were so disposed could contract 
the present volume of the currency fifty mil- 
lions or more. A worse currency would thus 
be substituted for a better, as the certificates 
were always redeemable promptly in legal 
tender dollars, while the bank bills, in case of 
bank failures, are not promptly, though they 
are ultimately redeemable. Ly retaining the 
silver certilicates, the government avoids 
some cumbrous machinery and = avoids 
the profit on circulation which, in the other 
case ,zre given to the bank. 


; In Senate. 

Wasnrnaton, January 18.—A comffunica- 
tion was received from the secretary of the 
treasury in response to a senate resolution as 
to the present rates of duties imposed by 
France Germany and Mexico upon American 
manafactures, Numerous petitions for acom- 
mission to investigate the liquor traflic were 
presented, 

Mr. Davis, of Illinois, from the committee 
on judiciary, reported back favorably the bill 
to permit Mr. Ward Hunt, an associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United States, to 
retire. He gave notice that he would ask its 
consideration to-morrow. 

Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, from the 
committee on naval affairs, reported a resola- 
tion for the examination by that committee 
of the new system of naval defense invented 
by Captain J. Erricson and report thereon. 
Adopted. 

A number of bills, granting relief in indi 
vidual cases were presented. 

Mr. Blair offered a resolution instructing 
the commitfee on public lands to inquire into 
the administration of the land iaws. Adopt- 
ed. 

The remainder of the morning hour was oc- 
eupied by Mr. Brown in remarks upon the 
currency question, his text being his resolu- 
tion declaring the inexpediency of contracting 
the currency by the withdrawal of silver cer- 
tificates or the discontinuance of silver coin- 
age. 

At 2:25 Mr. Brown concluded and his reso- 
Jution went over without action. 

The senate then resumed the consideration 
of the Sherman funding bill. 

Mr. Morgan opposed the bill. He said he 
was entirely satisfied of the ability of the 
government to pay $550,000,000 of the Windom 
continued bonds in eleven years without 
drawing oné cent from the surplus revenues, 
and presented figures in illustration. He also 
gave figures showing the respective totals of 
the appr priation necessary to extinguish the 
whole debt in five, twenty and thirty equal 
installmerts. He was in favor of using this 
surplus to extinguish the debt at the rate of 
$10v 000,000 per annum. Commenting on the 
avyowal which he said had heen made by 
some senators in the debate of postponing the 
paymentofa partof the public debt, and 
thus continuing infdebt indefinitely in order 
to perpe uate the national banking system, 
he spoke of the incubus of the bank puwer 
which, having been created 4n a moment

system of limiting the basis of banking 
to bonds of the government, to the value of 
franchise enjoyed by the banks by reason of 
their circulation being founded upon the

of the bonds. He then suggested as a means 
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| of avoiding a continuance of this system in- 
definitely that the government = should 
cease paying interest on securi- 
ties held by it fer the redemption 
of circulation and further the substitution in 
their stead, from time to time, of state bonds 
of undoubted security as collateral, these be- 
ing taken at fifty cents on the dollar, or at 
any per centage low enough tu make the se- 
curity absolutely safe. Upon the conclusion 
of Mr. Morgan’s remarks the funding bill was 
informally laid aside until to-morrow. 

The bills introduced by Mr. George to en- 
courage -agniculture ard  manufactures— 
proposes to repeal all dutiés and imports now 
laid on machinery for the manufacture of 
cotton or woolen goods, or poods composed of 
hemp or jute; also, on all looms of mechanics 
which areused solely in such manual labor; 
alxo on all agricultural implements and on all 
iron cotton ties.

THE HOUSE. 
| The house proceeded as the regular busi- 
' ness of the morning hour to eall of commit- 
tees for reports. 

Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, from the coinage 
committee, made a report on the subject of 
metrie coinages. Recommitted and ordercd 
printed. 

Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, offered a resolu- 
tion calling on the president for information 
as to the execution of section 1753 of the re- 
| vised statutes for the promotion of the effi- 
ciency of the civil service and whether the 
sum of S15, appropriated tor that purpose 
is sufiicient for the purpose. Referred. 

After the transaction of some wnimportant 
business, the house resumed the considera- 
tion of the report of the committee on rules 
proposing an increase of membership of cer- 
tain comm ttees, 

The pending question was on Mr. Orth’s 
substitute forthe appointment of a board to 
select committees. After a long discussion 
the question was submitted to the house for 
decision, and Mr. Or.vh’ssubstitute was ruled 
out of order by a vote of 163 to 74. 

Mr. King. of Louisiana, offered an amend- 
ment relating to the committee on the im- 
provement of the Mississippi river, providing 
that itshall have the same privileges in report- 
ingappropriations forthe improvement of that 
river as are accorded to the appropriations 
committee, in reporting the general appro- 
priation bills. Hespoke in support ot the 
amendment as bearing on the question of 
cheap transportation. 

Mr. Dunk, of Arkansas, opposed the amend- 
ment, arguing that the question of improving 
the Mississippi river belonged to the commit- 
tee on commence. 

Mr. Thomas, of Illinois, advocated the 
amendment and said there was no reason 
why the committee on commerce should have 
charge of the question, unless the object 
was to make appropriations for Mississippi to 
carry through the house the river and harbor 
appropriation bill. He asserted that the com- 
merce of the Mississippi river was twenty-five 
tiines greater than the whole foreign com- 
merce of the United States, and by the pro 
jected improvements, transportation would 
be cheapened thirty-three per cent. 

Mr. Thompson, of Kentucky, opposed the 
amendment, 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, advocated the 
amendment and appealed to the eastern 
members to give to the interests of the great 
Mississippi valley the special committee pro- 
vided for in the amendment. 

Mr. Turner, of Kentucky, also advocated 
the amendment, and suggested that the com- 
mittee should also have jurisdiction of the 
Ohio and other navigable tributaries of the 
Mississippi 

After some further discussion, in which 
Means, Kenna, Turner, Dawes, Hoar and 
Willis participated, the subject went over tor 
the day without action, and at 4:29 the house 
adjourned. 

GEORGE'S PROPOSITION, 


Senator George introduced in the senate to- 
day a joint resolution. proposing an amend- 
mentto the constitution to provide for an 
election by the people of judges of the United 
States courts, inferior to the supreme courts 
by the peopfe of the districts or circuits in 


other joint resolution, introdaced: by Mr. 
George, proposing an amendment to the con- 
stitution, provides for the election by the 
people for terms-ot four vears, of postmiasters, 
marshals, official attorneys representing the 
United States in inferior courts, and all other 
civil officials of the United States exercising 
executive or ministerial powers within the 
several states, excepting officers, for the col- 
lection, disbursement, or safe keeping of 
United States revenues, angl officers of the 
United States mint, and officers of the de- 
partments and both houses of congress, 
THE APPROPRIATIONS, 

The sub-committee of the housé committee 
on appropriations reported the fortifications 
bill to a full committee this morning. It ap- 
propriates $025,000, including $175,000 for the 
protection and repair of fortifications and 
ether works ot defense; $250,000 for sea coast 
defenses, including heavy guns, and $100,000 
fer torpedoes, etc. 

TO RE REFUNDED. 

At the meeting of the house committee on 
claims to day Representative Turner made a 
favorable report on the bill to refund vo the 
state of Georgia certain moneys expended by 
that state during the revolutionary war. The 
report was adopted and Mr. Turner was di- 
rected to report the measure to the house 
with a favorable recommendation.

THE LOST JEANNETTE. 


Action of the Russian Government tor the Rellef of 
the Crew. 

Wasurneoton, D.C., January 18.—Secretary 
Frelinghuysen has received dispatches from 
Mr. Hoffman, United States charge, at 8&t. 
Petersburg, reporting the action of the Russian 
authorities in the aid of the survivors of the 
Jeannette. On receipt of the president’s or- 


ders to make provision forthe payment of the 
expenses of maintaining the rescued men and 
sending tiem to the United States, Mr. Hoff- 
man had a conference with General Ignatieff, 
who showed very deep interest in the fate of 
the crew. He had already telegraphed to the 
Siberian authorities, to furnish the rescued 
men with money, if needed, and with sup- 
plies of every kind and to place phe imperial 
telegraphs at their disposal. Active measures 
have also been taking for searching for the 
crew of the missing boat. 
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A Reign of Terror. 

New York, January 18.—A special to the Even- 
ing Post, from Galveston, says: Mexican reports 
says there is a reign of terror in Jalisco. Liarecent 
election riot two men were killed and four wound- 
ed by the troops.

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THE INSPIRATION 


THAT LEDTO THE ASSASSINATION 
OF MR. GARFIELD 


Declared by Mr. Scoville to Have Come Fromt e 
Stalwart Leaders, Who Made Suggestions 
Whic: Found Practical Lodgement in 
th: Crazed Brain of Guiteau. 


WasninctTon, January 18.—Mr. Scoville re- 
sumed his argument to-day, taking up and 
discussing the statistics of insane criminals 
which have been introduced in evidence by 
the prosecution, and claimed that this evi- 
dence was of the greatest benefit to the de- 
fense. Discussing the horrors of crime as 
insane 
“There 


often shown in the acts of 
ciiminals, Mr. Scoville said: 
is nothing in this act to 
compare with some of these insane acfs of 
insane criminals. And, gentlemen of the 
jury, in my opinion if there were not rea- 
sons, and powertul ones, back of this prose- 
cution, this prisoner never would have been 
brought to trial; but I tell you, gentlemen 
of the jury, that back of 
this prosecution is an influence 
Which | have felt, and which you may feel 
gentlemen, before this trial is ended. There 
are politicians who seek to hide their own 
shame behind the disgrace of this poor pris- 
oner, and make him the scapegoat for their 
crime. Idid not intend, gentlemen of the 
jury, to take up this feature of the case, but 
when I find out that the power and influence 
of this government used against me in 
denying me _ the small pittance that | 
have asked—a fair and impartial trial—and 
the small facilities needed for proper de- 
fense, | donot propose to keep quiet. I say 
that such men as Grant, and Conkling, and 
Arthur are morally responsible for this crime, 
Conkling shall not escape—shall not shrink 
the responsibility of the state of 
things that led to this act— 
he shall not escape the condemnation of the 
American people if 1 can help it. For his 
share in the disgraceful scramble for office 
that led to a conflict with the chosen ruler of 
this great nation, and led this poor insane 
lian to compass What they would have hailed 
With satisfaction, as would, probably, hun- 
dreds of other politicians—if it could occur 
other than through assassination—the remov- 
al of Garfield, who stood in the way of their 
unrighteous and disgraceful struggle for 
office. Neither shall Grant escape that con- 
demnation to which he is justly subjected, 
when coming from Mexico, and coming with 
undue haste, he threw his own name 
into the party quarrel about a_=esmall 
office in the republican party, and 
sought to ferment differences that 
had sprung up. Lam not going to see the 
misdeeds of these men in high power visited 
upon the head of this _ poor, in- 
Sale man, if i can help it. 
lf itean be shown that this was the actof a 
madman, then these politicians in high places 
will say of course we are not responsible for 
the actof asane man. To be sure we had 
some differences, but then it could never had 
ledasane man to do suchan act. But, on 
the contrary, gentlemen of the jury, 
what is the effect of your’ verdict? 
If you acquit him as an_ insane 
man why people will say some one is at fault. 
They say we will fix the blame upon the 
heads and hearts of those men who waged 
war upon our poor dead president until it 
drove this poor Imsane man from reading 
daily in the papers what Grant says, what 
Conkling says, and from constantly thinking 
upon itto his insane act of killing the president 
and these men in high places, the really 
culpable ones, will go down to posterity with 
the stigma upon their names and the detesta- 
tion of their countrymen fastened upon their 
memories.”’ 
A PROFOUND SENSATION, 

Mr. Seoville’s denunciation of Conkling 
and Arthur created a profound sensation in 
the court room. As svon as a recess was 
announced, Mr, Scoville was surrounded 
by ladies and gentlemen and congratulated 
upon his fearless exposition. One gentleman 
exclaimed: “That is the correct sentiment, 
and four-titths of the American people are 
behind you on that.” 

The recess of an. hour was enlivened by 
several heated discussions in the corridorsand 
upon the outside on the general question of 
moral and intellectual responsibility, as set 
forth by Mr. Scoville. During the recess Mr. 
Scoville received the following telegram: 

New York, January 18.—Mr. Scoville, attorney 
forGuiteau: The New York court of appeal have 
just decided that the prosecution, where some evi- 
dence of insanity is produced for the defense, must 
make out a case of sanity beyond a reasondble 
doubt, 

The counsel! for the defense wiil call atten- 
tion to this last decision and ask Judge Cox 
to charge the jury to that effect. 

ARGUMENT RESUMED, 

In resuming his argument, Mr. Scoville 
called attention to the fact that the action of 
the prisoner at the time of the shooting and 
immedsately afterward were entirely ‘in 
keeping with the theory of insanity, and 
to prove this quoted the tes- 
timony of a number of wit- 
nesses for the ores who, he said, could 
not be charged with bias in favor of the pris- 
oner. Mr.Scoville then continued his review 
of the evidence, and pointed out various inci- 
dents in the prisoner's life which went to 
show insanity, or at least the lack of some- 
thing in his mental composition which other 
men posstssed. 

Mr. Scoville continued to speak until three 
o'clock, when court adjourned until to-mor- 
row. The defense will probably oecupy the 
greater part of another day. 


The Men Who Are Trying the Assassin. 

Although but little has been said of the jury 
in the Guiteau case there is now beginning to 
be some speculation as to what will be their 
verdict. Following is asketch of the jurors: 

The foreman of the jury, Mr. John P. Ham- 
lin, isa well known saloon keeper. He is a 
mild-mannered man of forty-seven years and 
may be regarded as the type of social geniaiity. 
H{e has a prominent forehead, well shaped 
head, gray hair and mustache and light eves. 
He wears a black cloth suit, open vest, turn 
down collar and black tie. He holds in his 
hand a yellow cane with a carved ivory or 
horn handle. Mr. Hamlin wears a pleasant 
smile, and is withal quite dignified. 

Mr. Frederick W. Brandenberg is agierman 
cigar maker, forty-five years of age. He is 
small of stature. with a head of average size, 
dark brown hair and mustache, blue eyes, 
high cheek bones, prominent nose and a 
rounded forehead. Mr Brandenberg wears a 
black suit, standing collar and a small black 
cravat. He pays especial attention to the 
proceedings, generally sitting with folded 
arms. He occasionally leans forward in quest 
of the spittoon, and then twists his dark, 
heavy mustache as if resolving something in 
his mind. : 

Henry J. ni ps is a retired merchant, and 
over 0 years of age. He is fat and chubby, 
and gives indication of living well. He has 
a high forehead, eyes of brown, cropped side 
whiskers, a full rounded face, a great acqui- 


line nose with ostri 
with flattened nostrils ond 47 aie! 


mouth and a tendency to a dou 
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hair is parted on the left side. His suit of 
dark brown, in its quality and shape, be- 
speaks a tailor’s art. He wears a turndown 
collar and a black cravat. 

Charles Stewart, the sleeping juror, 1s 4 
merchant, over fifty years of age. He gen- 
erally rests his head on his hands, as if 
troubled or asleep, and it is fair to presume 
that he has enjoyed many a refreshing nap In 
the court room during the trial. He has 
brown hair and whiskers, blue eyes, that look 
heavy and dull. His beard, which, like his 
hair, is mixed with gray, extends from his 
temples to his chia. 

His left hand neighbor is a veritable Trish- 
man Look gay mannerand behavior. Thomas 
H. Langley a grocer, 48 years of age. Mr. 
Langley has alow foreheal, dark hair, whi- 
tened with age, and short side whiskers. He 
has keen dark eyes and heavy brows, and his 
face gives evidence of inteligent attention. 
He dresses in dark blue clothing and wears a 
white cravat all crumpled and_ tightly tied 
around a standing collar. Mr. Langley rests 
his hand on the curled head of a polished 
black hawthorn cane, and not unfrequently 
takes a calm survey of the prisoner and the 
audience. 

To his right is another Irishman, Mr. Mi- 
chael Sheehan, a well-io-do grocer, forty-seven 
vears of age. He has reddish tinted hair of 
fine fiber and side whiskers. He has a fine 
and honest expression ih his mild, yet keen 
blue eves. In fact, no man on the jury has 
finer or smoother features than Mr, Sheehan. 
He Jooks as if he had *‘come to a conclusion” 
and would not care much about either the 
subsequent testimony of witnesses or argu- 
ment of counse!. His hair is close cropped. 
and the blue eyes shaded by dark brows indi- 
cate aman of positive character. These six 
jurors occupy the front seats. 


George W. Gales, the youngest member of | 


the jury, is twenty-seven years of age. He 
has black hair and mustache. His eves are 
wild and fiery, and at times he does not look 
as if he were entirely calm and composed. 
He is rather handsome in appearance, is a 
machinist, and when summoned to serve on 
the jury was at work in the United States 
navy yard. The fact that he bas an insane 
uncie, and has been sick during the trial, has 
caused some to think he was affected by the 
proceedings in the court. 

Thomas Hainline is an ironworker well ad- 
vanced in years. He has arounded forehead, 
and the lower part of his face is hidden in 
bushy, iron-gray whiskers and mustache that 
must be at least ten or twelve inches in 
length. Mr. Hainline’s seat isin front of the 
window, and he often leans back against the 
sill. 

His right hand neighbor, Ralph Wormley, 
a veritable specimen of the negro, is a laborer, 
and was formerly identified with politics in 
the District of Columbia. His painful ex- 
pression and sleepy manner are quite notice- 
able. The greasy bandanna which he has 
so long worn over his eve has given way to a 
green bandage. He frequently raises his 
hand to his face and generally wears as 
solemn a look as if he were at a negro prayer 
meeting. Owing to his appetite and the tine 
food with which the jury is served he has 
made himself sick several times. 

To the right of this colored gentleman is 
William H. Browner, a well known commis- 
sion merchant. He isa middle-aged man 
with a round ba!d head. He is a keen man 
and a .close observer. He, too, has had a 
case Of insanity in his family. Mr. LBrowner 
vears a light mustache. 

The next juror, Mr. Hobbs, is a plasterer, 
and aged sixty-three years, being the oldest 
member of the jury. His thin side whiskers 
do not detract from the noticeably sad ex- 
ression of his countenance. He sits for an 
ees or more with his head bowed and rest- 
ingin his hand, as if in sorrowful reverie. 
He is the juror whose wife died two weeks 
ago. For forty years he and his wife lived 
together in quiet, happy contentment, and 
when she died so suddenly, and he was sum- 
moned to her, then unconscious, his grief 
was painful to behold. He does not look as 
if he could give his undivided mind tothe 
proceediigs, tor there is a great weight on his 
heart. 

Joseph Prather is a middle aged man, his 
business being that of a commission mer- 
chant. He has a long, hoary beard and 
mustache, smooth forehead, a large but 
well shaped nose and bright brown eyes. He 
frejuently strokes his beard and pays strict 
attention to the proceedings. 

The jury isand has been deemed a most 
excellent one, being possessed of more than 
ordinary common sense. They were selected 
from 159 talesmen, 

RUMORS FRON THE JURY ROOM. 

There seemsto bea growing impression here 
that the jury inthe Guitean case will disa- 
gree. Several persons state that they heard 
one member of the jury say, prior to his be- 
ing chosen asa juryman, that he believed 
that Guiteau was crazy, and among the de- 
fense and few relations and friends of the as- 
sassin, the opinion that one or more mem- 


bers of the jury believe that at least reasona- | 


ble doubt of the prisoner’s sanity exists, ap- 
pears to have grown stronger Of late.

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OUR CHAIN GANG. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH THE PRIN- 
CIPAL KEEPER. 


What Captain Nelms Thinks of the Operations of 
the Newest Chain-Gang Law-—The Convicts 
Well Cared For—Where The are 
and How They Like it, Ete. 


Yesterday a ConsTITvTIOoN reporter was in 
the office of Captain John W. Nelms, princi- 
pal keeper of the penitentiary, and took oc- 


casion to question Captain Nelms as to the } 
workings of the law passed by the legislature | 


at its last session in reference to the manage- 
ment of the convicts. The bill in question 
was ‘‘a bill to provide for the better inspection, 
management and control of the convicts of 
the state.’ The governor was instructed and 
authorized to appoint an assistant keeper of 
the penitentiary, whose term of office should 
expire with that of the principal keep- 
er. His salary was fixed at $1,200 
per annum, and his duty was 
fixed and pronounced to be a monthly visit 
to each of the convict camps of the state, to 
thoroughly inspect them and to report in 
writing, under oath, to the governor, their 
condition. The billalso made it the duty of 
the lessees to appoint a whipping boss for 
each camp. This person was to be a discreet 
one, and was to be approved of by the gov- 
ernor and all corporal punishment was to be 
inflicted by him. A report of the name of 


| the convict and the date and the cause for 


which the punishment was inflicted was to be 
made in writing and under oath to the gov- 
ernor. The bill also provided that it should 
be the duty of the lessee to keep a record of 
the number of hours worked and at the end 
of a convict’s service he was to be provided 
with a suit of citizens’ clothes to cost not less 
than six dollars, together with transportation 
to the county in which he was convicted. 

Colonel J. R. Towers was appointed assis- 
tant keeper in accordance with the law. He 
was appointed about the 2d of October. 

Yesterday Tue Constitution asked Captain 
Nelms how the new law was working. He re- 
sponded: 

“The new law is doing well. Colonel 
Towers has made monthly trips to the camps 
since his appointment and he reports regular- 
ly to the governor. In addition to that the 
penitentiary physician inspects the camps 
every two months. He also makes a report 
under oath. I have been to some of the camps 
myself since the legislature adjourned. The 
health of the convicts is exceedingly good. 
Their quarters are comfortable and well sup- 
plied with blankets and mattresses and they 
are well ventilated. The convicts are well 
fed and are, therefore, looking remarkably 
well, and appear to be as well satisfied as men 
in their situation could hope to*be.”’ 

“Where are the convict camps now loca- 
ted?” 

“There are three penitentiary companies 
sub-divided into eleven camps. Penitentiary 
No. 1. with Joseph E. Brown as president, has 
itscamp in Dade county. There are three of 
these camps. The men dig coal. There is 
one camp of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad, which is now in Pickens county. 
These convics are under the charge of General 
William Phillips. There isaconvict camp at 
Cedartown, where the convics are engaged in 
raising iron ore. They are under 
Mr. A. G. West. There is a 
camp on the Georgia Pacific eight miles from 
Atlanta, where Colonel B. G. Lockett is pre- 
paring to make brick. W.D. Grant has his 
whole force, with the exception of thirty or 
forty men, at work on the Macon and Bruns- 
wick extension. This is part of company 
No. 3. Another branch of company No. 3, 
belonging to Hon. Jas. M. Smith. of Ogle- 
thorpe county, is engaged with sixty convicts 
farming. Penitentiary company No. 2 is 
composed of B. G. Lockett, W. B. Lowe and 
C. B. Howard. Colonel Lockett has a camp 
tive miles from Albany. Mr. Lowe is mak- 
ing brick at Augusta and raising ore under 
West at Cedartown. Mr. Howard has his in- 
terests divided. He has some convicts rais- 
ing ore at Cedartown and in getting out coal 
at Coal City.” 

‘‘How many persons are there in the peni- 
tentiary ?”’ 

‘There are now 1,191." 

‘How are they divided up among the peni- 
tentiary companies?” 

“The Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
has 220, No. 1 has 308, No. 2 has 333 and No. 
J has 530,” 

‘How many of these are white?’ 

“One bundred and fifteen.”’ 

“How many females?” 

“Thirty-six.” 

‘How many of these are white women” 

“Two.” 

‘Who are they?” 

‘‘Kate Sothern, whose sentence of death 
was commuted to ten years imprisonment. 


of another woman. Then we have Lina Sor- 
rows, who is in for a term for voluntary man- 
slaughter.

‘‘Where is Kate Sothern now?’

“What do you think of the practical work- 
ings of the new law?” 

“IT consider it a decided improvement for 
these reasons: Herctofore every guard in the 
penitentiary who was entrusted with a squad 
carried his strap and upon the slightest pro- 
vocation he would take a convict down and 
whip him. Thisnew law makes it obligatory 
upon the lessees to select a discreet person to 
perform this duty. So that we have only one 
Whipping boss. Corporal punishment is al- 
lowed only when it is necessary.”’ 

‘*How do the lessees like the law?’ 

“They take to it kindly and show a decided 
Willingness to comply with it. There is no 
doubt that parts .of the law are ex- 
post facto, mainly those passages which say 
that the lessee shall furnish a convict on his 
release with a suit of citizen’s clothes costing 
not less than 36.00 and enough money to pay 
his fare back to the county in which he was 
convicted. They are all complying with this 
part of the law, and in fact every part of it.” 

‘The penitentiary is pretty well looked af- 
ter then through its various inspectors ””’ 

‘Yes, the assistant goers once a month. The 
physician goes once in two and I go once in 
three months. Then, too, the grand jury of 


| the county in which a camp is located, is re- 


qured under the law to investigate the 
cam ps.”’ 

‘How about escapes?” 

“The escapes under the new lease are not 
one-fifth as numerous as they were originally.

The Virginian Situation—Geovernor Churealill’s Ac —_ 
eounta. 


ticumoNnD, Va., January 18.—1 a.m.—Aiter 
a prolonged and desperate fight the readjuster 
‘aucus at 12:45 o'clock nominated 8. Brown 
Allen, of Augusta county, for auditor of pub- 
lic accounts by a vote of 45 to 22, for John E. 


Massey the present incumbent. Massey's de- 
feat was due to his refusal to submit to the 
caucus dictation relative to the appointment 
of subordinates in his office. Six of his friends 
withdrew from the caucus before the vote was 
taken. There is some talk of his nomination 
in the general assembly to-morrow, with 
hope that enough of his disaffected friends 
will join with the democrats to elect him 
anvhow. 

An attempt was made to-day in the gene 
assembly to incorporate in the continuing 
joint order which had for its object the elec- 
tion of certain ofticers, the election of audi- 
tor of public accounts, railroad commissioner 
and several circuit judges. A resolution to 
that effect was passed in the house but when 
it came to the senate the whole joint order 
was rescinded, and Mr. Newberry Massey, 
readjuster, moved to defer the election 
of auditor and others until next Tues- 
day. <A_ spirited debate ensued, indi- 
cating -for the first time during the 
present session, a split among the senators of 
the dominant party. The resoluion to de- 
ferthe election until Tuesday was finally 
adopted by a vote of 23 to 11, nine readjusters 
voting with the democrats. The house subs 
sequently concurred in the resolution. Lead- 
ing men of both parties will hold conferences 
to-night. 

When Governor Cameron some days ago 
vetoed the bill which has for its object the 
consolidation of the railway lines outside the 
state with those under the jurisdiction, some 
fear was entertained that the bill looking to 
the consolidation of the Richmond and Alle- 
gheny road with lines through the western 
states would fail to-day in the senate, This 
last was debated, read a third time and ordered 
to its engrossment and will no doubt become 
a law. 

The bill toallow the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad company to discharge its in- 
debtedness to the state amounting to M20,- 
(0), due some years hence, would have been 
similarly disposed of but for a false alarm of 
fire caused by smoke appearing in the hall of 
the house, which caused the senate to ad« 
journ. 

The report of the board of bealth of Rich® 
mond gives the number of deaths from small- 
pox last week as six white and four colored. 
Thirteen new cases—seven colored and six 
white—are reported for three days this week: 
The number of deaths from the disease is on 
the decrease, while the number of 
new cases occurring daily is about 
the same. The excitement in the legislatare 
seems to be subsiding. The resolution 
adopted in the house yesterday, looking to 
the seeking accommodations for the body in 
some other city, did not come up in the sen- 
ate to-day. 

The presiding ofticers of the city council 
have been requested to call a meeting to

THE ARKANSAS TREASURY. 


Litt_e Rock, January 18.—The Murchil: 
investigation is still in progress, no indica- 
tions of an early termination. The friends 
of Governor Churchill say he will come out 
of it with flying colors; or, in other words, 
will explain the discrepancy fully and satis- 
factorily. There is no denying the fact that the 
people of the state are becoming restive under 
the long delay in which the investigation has 
been involved. The investigating committee 
commenced work last March, aud since then 
has been in session nearly nine months. The 
cost to the tax-payers has been just $24 per 
day, orin the neighborhoed of 86.000. the 
committee went over the records of the treas 
urer’s office for six years past. This, of course, 
reyu.red time, and perhaps it has been un- 
justly ecnsured fora delay that could not be 
avoided; but it is certain that many people at 
tribute sordid and mercenary motives to it in 
the matter of the time consumed in making 
an examination of the books. Another thing ’ 
has caused great complaint, and that was the 
mannerin which the investigation was eon- 
ducted. The committee concealed all the dis- 
coveries which it made, and the procecdings 
throughout smelt strongly of red tape and 
star-chambers. On the other hand, Governor 
Churchill himself has been severely cen- 
sured for pot pushing his examination 
of the books more rapidly so that his ex- 
planation could be given to the public at an 
early day. The publicis now promised that 
in this respect there will hereafter be no 
ground for complaint. The findings of the 
committee and the explanation of the Goy- 
nor will probably be given publicity simulta- 
neously. The total amount of the deficit as 
reported by the committee is something over 
$164,000. The only question at issue is wheth- 
er Governor Churchill can account for the 
shortage. That he is entitled to certain cred- 
its is well known, and his friends say there 
gre others which go to his credit and which 
will square theaccount. A prominent demo- 
cratic politician being asked how the investi- 
gation would end, answered solemfly: “In 
smoke!”’

Mr. Bartholomei 
wasthen appointed minister to Greece, but 
Queen Olga signified her disapproval in such 
strong terms that the Russian minister of for- 
eign affairs had to withdraw the appointment 
and kindly sent the Bortholomeis to the Uni- 
ted States. Last summer Newport was alive 
with scandal concerning the minister and his 
wife.

MORAL INSANITY. 


Rev. Dr. Harrison Diseusses an Important Question § ~ 


at the Present Time.

Rey. W. P. Harrison, of the Mount Vernon | 
Place M. E. 
upon the subject of *‘Moral Insanity,”’ 
ing for his text the 16th verse, 24th chapter, | 
book of Proverbs: “The man that wandereth | 
out of the way of undersanding shall remain | 
in the congregation of the dead.’ He said | 
that for some weeks pust, in our community, 
a judicial examination and trial has been in | 
progress, in many respects the most remark- 
able in the history of our country. It was 
not his purpose to vive his personal | 
impressions as to what has or what has not | 
been proven during the trial; but he thought | 
it a most important thing that the public 
mind should be made up beforehand to sub- | 
mit tothe verdict in the case, whatever it | 
may be. It is impossible for us to see the re- | 
sult that may grow out of this trial, or the | 
evil that it may be the means of preventing 
in the future. But whatever the result, it is 
the duty of society to abide theresult. It may | 
not accord with our personal views, but our 
social state demands that every man shall lift 
up his voice and Say: “So shall it be,’ to the 
decision rendered. He is himself a criminal 
who lifts his hand against judicial order, 

The difference between the treatment of 
crime in this country and in [Europe is that 
there society's interest is first cared for. If a 
wrony is to be suffered the imdividual TMUSL 
suffer and society go intact. In this country 
this state of affairs is just reversed. Many 
criminals are here set loose upon’ society 
through sympathy, while the danger seciety 
may suffer thereby goes for naught. Manya 
criminal’s wife and children have’ been 
brought into courts of justice simply to ap- 
peal to the ‘sympathy of jurors, and with 
great effect. At times the question of sym- 
pathy is made the whole issue, and a pre- 
mium thereby offered on crime. 

Some men say we punish men to reform 
them. If so we do a great inconsistency. <A 
criminal goes to prison, serves his term, comes 
back, but finds all doors barred against him— 
no one will help ortrust him. If you claim 
that we punish to reform, then should we 
help to build up the destroyed reputation and 
lend a helping hand to the returned criminal. 

The proper way to punish crime is to pre- 
ventit; to deter those who would commit it 
by placing them where their power to do 
wrong is lost. A man may know hisright | 
from his left hand, may know right from 
wrong, vet claim to be morally unable to re- 
sist doing wrong. Thereis something within 
him that compels him to ride down con 
science arf@ commit a crime. This is evil, and 
evil only. It is wrong, conscious wrong, 
known wrong. There is no sin that is inevi- 
tuble or yresistible. The most depraved and 
desperate case the power of God can save. 

Itisan awful thing to have to hold the 
balances between society and the man and 
say that the life of the man must be forfeited. 
It is one ot the most terrible of duties, but, 
nevertheless, we must face the right—the law 
must be upheld. Society must be protected. 
Accepting the theory of irresistible impulse, 
we are all morally unsound. We are sinners, 
and we cannot be judged by the law of God 
and Can we say that there is a 
single sin that we have committed 
that God  has~ not given us the 
power to resist? He that begins to justify 
himself and resist God will very soon tind 
himself ‘in the congregation of the dead.”’ 
God hus given man the power to resist all sin, 
but how often, like the foolish bird of Africa, 
that sticks its head in the sand, and, shutting 
its eyes, imagines itself hidden from the per- 
suer, does he shut his eyes against the Bible 
—against God’s truth, and imagine himself 
free from moral responsibility. In doing this 
he wanders out of the way of understanding 
and abides “in the congregation of the 
dead.”’

are not real bills atall. Such bills are never 
printed or numbered, and never come before 
the house. Clause 5 of rule 21 makes such 
bills mere papers of form that suftice to get 
a member's name into the Record and satisfy 
perhaps a constituent or so—nothing more. 
After they are presented they go to the peti- 
tion-box and then vo oblivion, 

On the motion to appoint a select commit- 
tee on woman suffrage Senator Hill discussed 
the appointment of select committees in gen- 
eral. They are generally appointed for the 
purpose of giving somebody a chairmanship 
that somebody may have a clerk. Mr. Hill 
proceeded to urge the giving to every senator 
who has notacommitteeaclerk. He thought 
the country would approve such an expendi- 
ture; ‘‘Why,” said he, “if I were to attend 
to all the business in the departments and 
otherwise that my constituents ask me to per- 
form, I could not discharge half my duties in 
this chamber; and every senator,I dare say, has 
It is to the public in- 
terest, therefore, in my judgment, that every 
senator should have a clerk. Iam ufable to 
employ a clerk from my own funds; many 
other senators are more fortunately situated; 
but still I must do that or move the appoint 
ment of a special committee for the purpose 
in an indirect, way of getting aclerk. It is 
not right.”’ 

Through the petition-box Mr. Black pre- 
sented bills for the improvement of Bruns- 
wick harbor, Savannah harbor, the § Al- 
tamaha river, and the Romney marshes; 
Mr. buchanan presented tle petition 
of G. A. B Dozier and others rel- 
ative to interstate commerce; Mr. Cook, 
the petition of D. G. Hughes and others for a 
mail route, and a petition of citizens of Sum- 
ter, Schley and Marion counties for a mail- 
route between Americus and Buena Vista; 
Mr. Speer, the petition of James V. Smith for 
a post route, and Mr. Stephens, some papers 
relating to the war claim of Bernard Rice, 
and the patent claim of William Wheeler 
Hubbell. 

In the senate petitions from the Good 
Templars of Georgia and from the grand di- 
vision of the Sons of Temperance of the state 
were referred tothe committee on finance, 
without instructions. Senator Brown offered 
aresolution to authorize the employment of a 
clerk for each senator not a chairman of a 
committee, the clerk to receive $1,200 a year 
from the contingent fund of the senate. 
Governor Brown, in the course of a speech in 
support of his resolution, stated thatit was a 
physical impossibility to attend to the duties 
of a senator without the aid of aclerk. He 
himself needed two clerks, and he had two 
now in his employ. ‘There are some sena- 
‘tors,’ he said, “in this chamber who 
“have the means. to employ” any 
“elerical aid they may need: others 
are not so fortunate; and if matters remain 
as they now are, we shall soon reach a period 
when no one but a man ot wealth can prop- 
erly represent a state in the senate, beeause 
without clerical aid he cannot discharge the 
duties required of him properly; and because 
the salary paid is not sufficient to maintain 
him and his family in anything like re- 
spectability, and employ the necessary cleri- 
cal aid.” The subject went over at the in- 
stance of Senator Sherman. Thus far no one 
has advocated the proposition except the two

Senator Brown stated that he intended to 
discuss these resolutions at an early day. He 
also offered an amendment to the three-per- 
cent bond bill, authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury to receive subscriptions at one 
national bank in each city having a popula- 
tion of 10,000. The amendment was ordered 
to be printed. Our junior senator is evidently 
giving considerable time to financial subjects, 
and his speech on silver coinage will doubt- 
less disclose the whole extent of his views on 
currency questions,

An item in the cablegrams < ee the taking of 
the Italian census is so worded as to mislead the 
reader unfamiliar with the tapal court. Of “o0® 
persons inhabiting the Vatiran,.”’ says the item 
“one-third are women.’’ The vatican, it should 
be remembered, is not only the papal palace—it is, 
<inee the entrance of the Italian forces, the papal 
eity as well as papalcourt. In its eight thousand 
apartments are lodged the lay as well as clerical 
adjuncts of the pope s government. On the ground 
is a barrack fur 500 or more pontificial guards. 
These in some cases have their wives; all the 
officers have their wives. The vatican is built for 
a third of a mile on the side of thé old hill of 
Janiculum: asa consequence its lower or base- 
ment portion is far above ground on the front look- 
ing toward the Tiber. In the upper apartments, 
reached by at least fifty steps, are the vast statuary 
museums; above these again the paintings. To 
reach the vast stretch of apartments inhabited by 
the pope long flights of broad marble stairs, at least 
a hundred in number, must be ascended. The 
Sistine chapel itself, wiih its wondrous ‘Day of 
Judgement’ of Michael ANgelo and the frescoes of 
Rafael, is fully a hundred feet above tbe street 
level at the entrance of the palace. Scores of 
women are kept constantly employed in the end- 
less suites of art galleries, libraries, kitchens and 
what not necessary for the maintenance of such an 
army of people, so that the proportion of one-third 
women to five hundred retainers by no means cor- 
responds with what the bald and disingenuous 
cable item seeks to imply.

Senat r Hill Makes Reply to the Recent Strictures 
of Hon. Wm. H. Felton—A Statemen of Po.

' Wasminetoy, D. C., January 14.—Editors 
Constitution: In your issue of the 10th inst. 
f have read the letter of the Hon. W. H. 
Felton. 

This letter is certainly the most bitter and 
venomous summary of charges against my 
public and private character I have ever seen. 
The vilest production of carpet-bag slum could 
not say more to defame me. I am pictured 
as having been all my life—‘‘before the war, 
during the war and since the war’—a 
rupt,” “‘hypocritical,”’ ‘‘malevolent,”’ ‘‘menda- 
¢<ious’” man whose counsels have ‘blighted 
the state of my birth,’ and ‘destroyed the 
democratic party,’’ and as one who, “under

treacherous and vindictive! 

All public men are liable to abuse. I 
thought I had enjoyed my full share and 
would have some exemption from sueh in 
the future. But this letter gathers up nearly 
all the worst

froma man of whom I never in all my

But every effect must have a cause, and this 
letter of Dr. Felton being an extraordinary 
effect must have an extraordinary cause, and 
that cause is notand cannot possibly be in 
anything [have saig or done, nor is the 
cause in Dr. Felton’s belief or unbelief of the 
charges he has made. To-say he believes the 
charges is to discredit him as ahypocrite. To 
say he doesnot believe them is to discredit 
him asaslanderer. And to say he made the 
charges for the excuse rendered is to discredit 
him both as a hypocrite and a slanderer. 

The truth is the only cause of this unprece- 
dented letter exists, and exists only, in Dr. 
Felion himself. Atter a hard struggle with 
the bitterness of defeat, and the wooings of 
ambition Dr. Felton has formed a new pur- 

wose, and is to have new friends and allies. 
fe has not changed any of his political con- 
victions, but he has changed his po- 
litical purposes and affiliations, and he 
is himself ashamed of the change. 

He hopes to deceive others who have stoud 
by him in all his struggles, and he hopes by 
deceiving them to carry them to his new 
allies. But he has no hope of deceiving me! 
He feels and knows I understand him, and that 
I will lose respect for him. He caanot stand 
in my presence, and remember the assurances 
he has so often given me when begging me to 
stand by him, and fhat he could never de- 
ceive or disappoint me, and not lose respect 
for hinaself! There was but one desperate re 
source left and that was to get rid of me. He 
gathered all his energies forthe blow. He call- 
ed to his assistance all the dirty scandals 
of years which he had so often denounced, 
but which it now seems he had preserved in 
his scrap book, and he adds to these such as 
the advantages of a long contidential friend- 
ship enabled him to invent, and discharged 
the aggregate miss at my unsuspecting head! 
If my poor sadly fallen friend can survive 
the blow, I can. I never wrote anything 
more in sorrow and less in anger. I do not 
envy the man who can witness the pertidy or 
feelthe ingratitude of a life-long friend and 
not be sad, There is @ manly way 
to change opinions and affiliations 
which every man must respect. Such changes 
vreat and good men have often made in tne 
past and wiil oftem make again. There is an 
unmanly and foul way of forming mongrel] 
coalitions of incongruous elements for the 
common purpose of winning spoils, which no 
man can respect. These changes only per- 
fidious men ever have made or ever 
make. ' : 

We have now arrived at the point when we 
can fully understand the meaning and signifi- 
cance of Dr. Felton’s letter and his *‘*new 
movement.’’ But before showing this I feel I 
ought to make a brief explanation to the de- 
mocracy of the state, and of the seventh dis- 
trict especially. I did not approve of Dr. 
Felton’s so-called independentism, but for 
four elections I refused to gu into the district 
to oppose him, and for every election 1 gave 
hima new certificate of good character, per- 
sonal and political, which I was often told by 
both parties and by himself he used with 
vreat effect. I often spoke well of him in pri- 
vate and in public, and twice, at his earnest 
request, Introduced him in most complimen- 
tary terms to large a@udiencesin my own city 
of Atlanta. 

It is duc to my self-respect to say that all I 
said of Dr. Feiton I believed was true at the 
time, and yet believe was true when said. in 
addition to the fact we had long been friends, 
and that both the ladies he married were the 
daughters of highly esteemed friends, both 
of whom are stiil living, venerable in years 
and good works. I say, in addition to these 
facts, I had undoubted confidence in Dr. 
Felton’s democracy, and neveronce suspected 
he would disappoint me. His personal assu- 
rances on this subject were very numerous 
and of the most earnest character, and I would 
have believed his assurances alone. But his 
actions were entirely confirmatory of these 
assurances. I will state two facts on this 
point. 

1. In Washington Dr. Felten attended the 
democratic caucus and respected its decisions 
as faithfully as any democrat in congress. We 
sat side by side during the 44th congress, and 
his votes were on the extreme democratic 
‘ne. In contested elections for seats in the 
house he voted for democratic claimants, 
even where democrats of the most pronounc- 
ed type doubted their election, and I! 
can even now. recall one case in 
which he voted for the democratic claimant 
against the majority report of the democratic 
committee on elections, who reported that the 
republican was elected. These were certainly 
severe tests of party fealty. 

2. In 1876, I went to Georgia in advance of 
the adjournment of congress in order to be in 
Cartersville on the day the executive commit- 
tee of the democratic party was called to meet 
there to issue the call for a convention. I 
made this visit at the special request of Dr. 
elton, and for the special pur- 
pose of ascertaining, if J could, 
whether Dr. Felton could probably get the 
nomination if he would submit his name 
to the convention. He was anxious to ayoid 
the repetition of the struggle of 1874, and I 
Was anxious for him to avoid it, and he was 
then not only willing but anxious to be recon- 
ciled to his party and get the nomination. 
The result of my inquiries were not encourag- 
ing and [ so advised him. So again in 18735 I 
wrote a letter urging the Ringgold conven- 
tion to tender Dr. Felton the nomina- 
tion, and said in the letter that if 
theY would tender it and he rejected 
it, I would canvass the district against 
him. Il knew - he would = not reject 
it.andI was anxious to see the reconciliation. I 
regret yet that the nomination was not tender- 
edhim. Soagain in 1880 I made, with others, 
and at Dr. Felton’s request, an earnest effort 
to discourage any noniination against him. 
He was anxious to be brought into accord 
with his party, but thought the overture 
should «ome, or seem to come, from the 
party. 

i deeply regret our efforts were not success- 
ful. If they had been successful I would not 
now be writing this very unfleasant letter, 
and the republican manipulators of the new 
coalition to capture the south would have to 
tind another leader for Georgia. 

[ thus personally knew that Dr. Felton was 
not only a democrat, but,a party democrat, 
and that his apparent hatred of caucuses was 
only apparent, for he attended the caucus in 
Washington, and was really” anxious to have 
a voluntary caucus nomination in the seventh 
district of Georgia. I thought his desires 
were sincere and honorable, and | earnestly 
labored to gratify them. 

I never saw defeat affect any man as it did 
Dr. Felton. It seemed to arouse all the evil 
of his human nature. I have really had seri- 
ous apprehensions about him in more respects

Factories 
are springing up in al) directions. Our in- 
dustries are being multiplied as never before. 
Thousands of the best men of the north have 
gone home from the exposition enthused 
with the brightning prospect of all busi- 
ness in the state. Our taxes were 
scarcely ever so low. Our credit was never so 
high. Capital, and people, and machinery, 
are flowing inand every body is_ brushing 
away the ters of war, aud is laughing with a 
new hope in anew era! All this, ali this, 
has been accomplished under the rule of the 
men who are denouneed by trading politi- 
cians as narrow minded, intolerant bour- 
bons, and this isthe condition of things which 
must be reformed by a coalition of ignorance, 
disappointment and venality cemented by 
the public offices, and all shaped, -directed 
and controlled by a lot of audacions machine 
republicans, who owe all their prominence to 
corrupt methods in the polities of their own 
states.

If we will 
do this now and vigorously, and show that 
we cannot be enticed by prejudices nor 
bought with promises of federal patronage, 
the coalition will die before any damage can 
be done.

THE WYLY FAILURE, 


An Injunction Asked for Against the Assignment—The 
A Allegations upon which it is Asked. 
Since the announcement of the failure of 
A.C. & B. F. Wyly the prospects of a settle- 
ment of the firm’s debts have been very gen- 
erally discussed in business circles. There 
has been nothing of special interest done ex- 
cept the filing of a bill of injunction praying 
for the setting aside of the assignment and 
the appointment of a receiver. The money 
which is being collected is deposited every 
day to the creditof Mr. Crane. None of it 
has been expended. Mr. Crane, we under- 
stand, hopes to be able to restore the firm to 
business again. His chance of success isa 
subject only for conjecture. 

The bill of injunction was filed late on 
Tuesday by Hopkins & Glenn, as attorneys 
for A. Haas & Bro. against A.C. & LB. F. Wyly 
and Benjamin E. Crane, the assignee, asking 
that the assignment might be set aside and a 
receiver appointed and the assets applied to 
all the creditors. The court made an order 
appointing Major Crane temporary receiver 
‘and setting the case for hearing next Friday, 
at which time it will come up before Judge 
Hillyer in chambers. 

The deed of assignment is attacked on sev- 
eral grounds, as follows: By it the assets are 
to be appropriated, after paying expenses, to 
the satisfaction of debts in favor of W. M. & 
R. Lowry. In December, it  ap- 
pears, the Wviys made to the 
Lowrys a deed to their store house, 
reciting in the deed that the consideration 
was $10,000, while it is alleged in point of 
fact it was mude to secure a debt of that 
amount. Besides that, according tothe terms 
of the assignment, they owe the Lowrys 
five thousand dollars on their bank account. 
The paper which they held on their custom- 
ers it is alleged was discounted for them by 
the Lowrys, and there isa large amount of 
that, it is claimed, outstanding with their in- 
dorsement. If that paper should be returned 
now, in whole orin part, they are liable to 
the Lowrys, and that debt is also preferred in 
the assignment. After satisfying the Lowrys 
and afewotherdebtsof no great amount the as- 
sets are to be divided equally among creditors. 
The individual property of the Wylys ts also 
embraced in theassignment. Their residences 
are mortgaged, one of themto Mr. Fuller, as 
trustee for the children of one member of the 
firm. The other residence is mortgaged to 
Kugene Wyly for thirty odd hundred dollars. 
The individual property will go to the pay- 
ment of the individual debts, and if there is 
asurplus it will gotothe payment of the other 
debts. Upto the 3ist of December last the 
firm was A.C. & B. F. Wyly & Co. At that 
time two members retired and the firm of A. 
C.&€ bB. FP. Wyly was tormed. The new firm 
has possession of all of the assets of the old 
firm, and the indebtedness is chiefly against 
the old firm. 

The bill of injunction seeks to have the 
assets in the hands of A. C. & B. F. Wyly 
applied ratably to the debts of the old firm. 
It is charged in the bill that all of the 
individual property of A. C. & L. F. Wyly 
is not embraced jn their schedules. The stat- 
ute prevides thatif all the property is not 
placed in the schedules the assignment shall 
be void. It appears that none of their indi- 
vidual property, except some mutes, drays 
and real estate isin the schedules. The bill 
charges that about six thousand dollars worth 
of individual property is thus omitted and 
that it consists of household furniture, pian- 
os, diamonds, etc. 

Messrs. A. Haas & Bro., who filed the in- 
junction, have issued -the following under 
date of yesterday : 

TO OUR CORRESPONDENTS, 

The failure of A.C. & BF. Wyly is known to you. 
Did not have time to write you yesterdey, because 
we were all day with our attorneys,. Hopkins & 
Glenn, engaged in preparing a bill, praying the 
court to set aside the deed of assiguincui made by 
the Messrs. Wyly to Beu. E. Crane, Esq., giving a 
preference of about thirty thousand ($350,000) dollars 
to sundry creditors 

Upon this application the court appointed Major 
Crane temporary receiver, and set Friday morning 
fora hearing upon the merits of our bill. Mean- 
while, the temporary receiver has charge of the 
ussets, Dutis prohlbited from making any disburse- 
ments. The tota) tliabilities probably amount to 
one hundred and twenty-five ($125,000) thousand 
dollars. Nominal assets one hundred and fifty 
($150,000) to one hundred and seventyAive thousand 
($175,000) dollars. Actual assets about sixty-tive 
($65,000) dollars. Of course this last is largely guess 
work. If weare correct in this estimate of assets 
there will be about thirty-five thousand a 


($35,000) 
dollars to pay ninety-five thousand (895.000) dol- 
lars due to the general creditors, unless the deed of 
assignment can be set aside. 

‘They owe us sixty-eight hundred dollars, ($6,800). 
We have entrusted our interests to Messrs. Hop- 
kins & Glenn, and respectfully recommend all our 
friends and correspondents to send particulars of 
their claims to this firm, with such instructions as 
they may deem necessary. Kespecifully,

little of interest transpiring in connection 
with the failure. The injunction case is set 
for Friday, but it is probable that it will not 
come to a trial, asa meeting of the creditors 
willin all likelihood be held next week, and 
matters will remain in statu quo, 
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Te the Friends of A. C. & B. F. Wyly. 

It would be almost impossible in our present 
condition for us to answer, as each deserves, the 
scores of kind and sympathizing letters we have re- 
ceived since our suspension, forty-eight hours ago, 
and we trust our friends will accept this mode of 
advising them of the receipt of their letters of con- 
dolence; and be assured that we will ever en- 
deavor to be worthy of their good pgs Our 
suspension was occasioned solely by the failure of 
our Customers to meet their engagements. The 
moneys owing to us and unpaid during the past 
eight years would pay every dollar of our indebt- 
edness. But it is not pait, and we have madea 
deed of assignment for the benefit of ofr creditors , 
including the comfcr.able hc mes of our wives and 
little ones. and no one shall say tLat we have not 
madea fulland fairshowing. Toour numerous kind 
friends in the city who have so kindly came for- 
ward and tendered their sympathy, (aud several of 
them their purses) we are ut a loss for words to ex- 
pres our gratitude.

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A BOY DROWNED 
About Whom Some Interest Is Felt in Atlanta. 

In yesterday’s Constitution there appear- 
edan account of the drowning of an un- 
known Atlanta boy, near Augusta, on Satur- 
day evening last. It appears that the article 
was generally read throughout’ the 
city, for during the day the _ re- 
porters were frequently approached upon 
the subject. Nearly every one who referred 
toit had an idea that he could name the 
luckless youth, and as all of these ideas were 
different they have been compiled and are 
now presented to THe CoNstTITUTION readers, 

The first man who knew the dead boy was 
Mr. George Johnson, of restaurant fame. 
Said he: “] believe I know who heis. I 
think it is Will Langford, whose father lives 
near the rolling mill. The description about 
fits him, and then he left 
here just about the time Coup’s circus passed 
through Atlanta. «In addition to this I know 
that he had a mania for circus life and I am 
satisfied that it was Will Langford that drop- 
ped from that boat.” 

Another gentleman said: “I know who it 
was. It was Tom Franklin, a brother of the 
crippled man who drives the goat. He left 
here with the circus, and I am satisfied that 
itis Tom who was drowned.” An investiga 
tion of this statement, however, proved it in- 
correct, as Mr. Franklin is now in Atlanta. 

‘The most plausible story is told by a Mr 
Williams, who saw the young man _ the even- 
ing before he was drowned. Mr. Williams 
was In Savannah and conversed with him just 
before he boarded the boat. Mr. Williams 
Says: ' 
“When he first approached me he said: 
‘How do you do, Mr. Williams: don’t you 
know me.’ He then told me his name, but
